LONDON  HOMOEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL 
HISTORICAL  NOTE 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  last  Annual  Report  under 
the  Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation  of  1928,  the  following 
Historical  Note  should  be  of  interest  as  a  summary  of  98  years 
work  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  was  founded  in  the  year  1849,  and  first  opened 
its  doors  for  the  reception  of  patients  at  32  Golden  Square, 
London,  W.C.  on  April  10th,  1850,  to  demonstrate  by  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  sick  poor  the  principles  and  practice  of  Homoeopathy. 
This  system  of  medicine  was  introduced  by  Samuel  Hahnemann, 
a  Physician,  born  in  Meissen,  in  Saxony,  in  the  year  1755.  It  is 
to  Hahnemann’s  genius  and  diligent  research  that  we  owe  the 
discovery  of  the  basic  law  of  Homoeopathy  that  similars  are 
curable  by  similars,  which  has  for  its  Latin  counterpart,  Similia 
Similibus  Curentur,  meaning  “  Let  likes  be  treated  by  likes.” 
His  experiment  with  Chinchona  or  Quinine  (a  drug  of  known 
therapeutic  value  in  the  cure  of  ague)  which  produced  in  Hahne¬ 
mann  symptoms  very  closely  resembling  ague,  was  the  starting 
point  of  Plahnemann’s  subsequent  proving  of  numerous  drugs  and 
classification  of  symptoms  which  forms  the  basis  of  his 
monumental  work,  Materia  Medica  Pura. 

Homoeopathy  was  first  practised  in  England  by  Dr.  Frederick 
Foster  Hervey  Quin  in  1828.  A  doctrine  so  scientific  in  character 
and  so  successful  in  practice  could  not  long  remain  without 
powerful  adherents,  and  Dr.  Quin  speedily  found  himself  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  body  of  zealous  practitioners  to  whom  the  Institution 
owes  its  origin  some  twenty-one  years  later.  The  story  of  its 
inception  and  development  has  a  special  interest,  and  its  remark¬ 
able  progress  in  the  face  of  more  or  less  active  opposition  in  its 
earlier  years  affords  cumulative  proof  of  the  value  of  the  medical 
doctrine  it  was  established  to  teach. 

From  its  small  beginning  with  twenty-five  beds  in  Golden 
Square,  where  it  was  destined  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
treatment  of  cases  of  Cholera  during  the  terrible  outbreak  in 
1854,  which  irrefutably  established  the  superiority  and  success  of 
Homoeopathic  treatment,  the  Hospital  moved  in  1859  to  its 
present  site  in  Great  Ormond  Street,  where  it  opened  with  fifty 
beds.  In  this  adapted  building  in  Great  Ormond  Street,  the 
Hospital  had  for  thirty-six  years  a  career  of  success  sufficiently 
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shown  by  the  increase  of  its  patients  and  its  funds.  Its  record 
during  that  period  is  the  record  of  any  General  Hospital.  What 
its  work  was  may  be  j  udged  from  the  fact  that  within  its  walls  no 
less  than  275,083  patients  were  treated. 

The  foundation  stone  of  the  present  building  was  laid  on  June 
23rd,  1893,  and  the  New  Hospital  was  opened  on  July  9th,  1895, 
by  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  Teck.  This  building  was  subsequently 
extended  largely  through  the  munificence  of  Sir  Henry  Tyler, 
by  the  addition  in  Queen  Square  of  the  Sir  Henry  Tyler  Wing,  the 
Corner  Stone  of  which  was  laid  by  Sir  George  Truscott,  Bart.,  on 
June  30th,  1909. 

In  this  year  a  site  was  secured  opposite  the  main  building  in 
Great  Ormond  Street  on  which  was  subsequently  erected  the 
Nurses’  Home  providing  seventy  separate  bedrooms,  to  commem¬ 
orate  the  erection  of  which  a  stone  was  laid  on  May  23rd,  1911, 
by  her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Hamilton  and  Brandon.  A  new 
extension  was  added  to  the  Home  in  1931  and  opened  by  H.R.H. 
the  Duchess  of  York,  which  increased  the  number  of  bedrooms 
to  ninety -nine  and  provided  well-equipped  lecture  and  practical 
demonstration  rooms  for  the  instruction  of  nurses  in  training. 

Further  much-needed  improvements  to  the  main  Hospital 
building  were  subsequently  carried  out  at  a  total  cost  of  £21,000. 
These  included  a  New  X-ray  Department,  enlarged  Pathological 
Department,  new  Domestic  Quarters,  the  Installation  of  Oil¬ 
burning  plant,  the  Extension  of  the  Private  Paying  Wards  to 
sixteen  rooms,  the  building  of  a  Contributing  Ward  for  female 
patients  containing  twelve  cubicle  beds,  and  the  provision  of  an 
Observation  and  Isolation  Ward  of  eighteen  cots  for  children. 

Additional  facilities  were  later  provided  for  the  treatment  of 
street  accident  cases  and  casualties  by  an  extension  of  the 
Casualty  Department  which  was  opened  by  The  Mayor  of 
Holborn  in  October  1936. 

The  Hospital  received  the  honour  and  distinction  of  Royal 
Patronage  in  1920  when  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York  became  Patron 
and  on  his  Royal  Highness’s  acceptance  of  the  Presidency  in 
1924,  was  succeeded  in  the  former  office  by  H.R.H.  the  Prince 
of  Wales. 

Following  the  accession  to  the  Throne  of  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of 
York  in  the  year  1936  the  Hospital  was  honoured  by  the  Patron¬ 
age  of  His  Majesty  the  King,  which  was  conferred  in  February 
1937.  Subsequently  the  Hospital  received  a  further  distinction 
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by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Gloucester  becoming  President.  The 
Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation  was  granted  to  the  Hospital  by 
Privy  Council  on  December  19th,  1928. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  with  Germany  in  August  1914,  the 
Hospital  placed  at  the  service  of  the  Admiralty,  80  beds  in  which 
were  treated  over  2,000  sick  and  wounded  sailors  of  the  Grand 
Fleet  from  October  1915  to  November  1919. 

In  the  second  world  war  which  commenced  in  September  1939, 
the  Hospital  took  an  active  part  in  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Service  for  the  treatment  of  air-raid  casualties.  Unfortunately 
its  buildings  suffered  severe  damage  from  enemy  bombing  in 
consequence  of  which  a  complete  Hospital  unit  with  35  beds  was 
established  at  Coombe  Woodhouse,  Kingston  Hill,  which 
functioned  most  successfully  from  February  1942  until  May  1946. 

On  the  inauguration  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  July 
1948,  in  which  it  is  participating,  the  Hospital  has  been  graded  as 
a  single  group  (No.  22),  with  its  own  Committee  of  Management, 
by  the  North-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Hospital  is  approved  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  as  a 
training  school  for  nurses.  It  is  also  the  registered  address  of 
The  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy  and  is  the  principal  centre  in  the 
United  Kingdom  for  affording  systematic  instruction  to  Post- 
Graduates  and  qualified  Practitioners  in  the  principles  and 
practice  of  Homoeopathy. 

Thus  the  Hospital,  which  today  has  a  total  complement  of  two 
hundred  beds  and  a  large  Out-Patient  Department,  has  shown 
consistent  progress  throughout  its  career,  and  holds  a  prominent 
place  among  London’s  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

This  position  is  due  to  the  munificent  help  of  many  friends  and 
supporters  and  while  there  is  no  longer  the  necessity  for  main¬ 
taining  by  voluntary  means  the  Hospital’s  essential  services  which 
now  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Government,  the  Board  of 
Management  look  forward  with  confidence  to  a  continuance  of 
this  generous  support  for  the  proper  maintenance  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital’s  educational  and  research  work  and  for  the 
provision  of  those  additional  comforts  and  amenities  for  the 
patients  who  will  always  be  the  Hospital’s  first  consideration.

NINETY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

AND  AUDITED  ACCOUNTS 

For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  194J 


The  hopes  which  were  entertained  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  of  the  early  rehabilitation  of  the  Hospital  have,  unfortunately, 
not  been  fulfilled.  The  necessary  official  procedure  for  obtaining 
the  requisite  licences  for  repairs,  redecorations  and  re-equipment 
has  involved  much  delay,  with  the  result  that  the  work  has  only 
just  commenced  after  a  lapse  of  six  months  since  application  was 
made  for  the  licence.  Happily,  there  is  now  every  prospect  that 
the  Hospital  buildings  will  soon  emerge  from  their  hitherto 
depressing  and  somewhat  gloomy  state  to  a  more  pleasing 
appearance  which  will  undoubtedly  serve  as  a  welcome  stimulus 
to  patients  and  staff  alike.  Preparations  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Pathological  Department  and  the  repair  of  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  both  of  which  suffered  severe  damage  through  enemy 
action,  have  also  proceeded  very  slowly.  The  cost  of  this  work 
is  estimated  to  be  £25,135  most  of  which  it  is  expected  will  be 
recovered  from  the  War  Damage  Commission  and  the  complete 
scheme  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for 
approval  for  the  necessary  licence. 

The  taking  over  of  the  Hospital  and  its  branches  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  the  inauguration  of  the  National  Health 
Service  in  July  next,  was  notified  last  September.  Since  then 
the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  have  been  formed  and  it  is  expected 
that  this  Hospital  together  with  approximately  two  hundred 
other  Hospitals  will  ultimately  come  under  the  control  of  the 
North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  whose 
Chairman  is  Mr.  F.  Messer,  M.P. 

With  a  view  to  providing  more  Homoeopathic  doctors  who 
are  urgently  needed  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  a  deputation 
organized  by  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association  waited  upon 
Mr.  J.  Edwards,  M.P.,  Private  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  March  last  with  the  object  of  securing 
official  recognition  of  the  Hospital  as  a  Post-Graduate  teaching 
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Hospital.  In  reply  Mr.  Edwards  stated,  “  the  Minister  would 
not  feel  it  appropriate  that  he  should  directly  intervene  in 
professional  education — a  matter  essentially  for  the  University 
authorities  ”. 

Having  failed  so  far  to  secure  this  recognition  by  the 
University  on  the  grounds  that  “  as  Homoeopathy  is  not  a  subject 
for  a  Degree  or  Diploma  InThe^Uni  versit  y ,  there  is  not  a  place 
for  The  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  in  the  British  Post- 
Graduate  Medical  Federation  ”,  further  efforts  are  now  being 
made  to  secure  admission  to  the  British  Post-Graduate  Medical 
Federation  which  it  is  considered  is  important  to  the  proper 
maintenance  and  extension  of  Homoeopathy  in  this  country. 


HOMCEOPATHIC  RESEARCH  AND  EDUCATIONAL  TRUST. 

With  a  view  to  safeguarding  Homoeopathic  interests,  an 
independent  body  representing  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy  and 
the  principal  Homoeopathic  Hospitals  has  recently  been  formed, 
to  be  known  as  the  Homoeopathic  Research  and  Educational 
Trust.  The  training  of  more  doctors  in  Homoeopathy  will  be 
one  of  their  main  objects  as  well  as  research  and  the  proving  of 
drugs  which  are  now  proceeding. 

This  Trust  will  have  its  registered  address  at  33  Cork 
Street,  W.l,  and  will  serve  the  much  needed  purpose  of 
strengthening  and  augmenting  the  Hospital’s  educational  work 
which  will  continue  to  be  dependent  on  voluntary  support. 
The  Board  would  therefore  commend  this  as  a  worthy  project 
for  the  generous  aid  of  the  Hospital’s  supporters  and  all  those 
who  are  anxious  to  maintain  and  extend  Homoeopathic  treatment 
when  the  Government  assumes  its  full  responsibility  for 
maintaining  the  Hospital. 

INTERNATIONAL  HOMOEOPATHIC  LEAGUE. 

At  the  annual  assembly  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy 
which  was  held  at  the  Hospital  in  June  last,  the  National  Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  Homoeopathic  League  reported  on  the  state 
of  Homoeopathy  in  their  respective  countries.  These  included 
Dr.  E.  C.  Tuinzing  (Holland),  Dr.  Leon  Renard  (France),  Dr. 
Stoller  (Switzerland),  and  Dr.  Gutman  (New  York),  who  spoke 
about  the  proposed  establishment  of  an  International  Institute 
for  Homoeopathic  research.  Written  reports  from  Montreal, 
Belgium,  Germany,  Italy,  Mexico  and  Spain  were  also  received 
and  read  by  Dr.  John  Paterson,  President  of  the  International 
Homoeopathic  League. 

THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  number  of  beds  now  available  at  the  main  Hospital 
out  of  a  pre-war  complement  of  200  is  126,  subject  to  occasional 
fluctuation  through  lack  of  staff  and  the  carrying  out  of  long 
deferred  redecorations  and  repairs.

With  a  view  to  shortening  the  waiting  time  of  Out-Patients 
the  Board  has  introduced  a  modified  appointments  system  which 
applies  at  present  to  the  Specialist  clinics.  It  is  hoped  to  adapt 
and  extend  this  in  the  light  of  experience  and  an  Appointments 
Clerk  has  been  appointed.  The  O.P.  Department  was  closed 
during  December  for  necessary  alterations  to  provide  an 
additional  office  for  this  purpose. 

CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

In  view  of  the  unexpectedly  high  cost  of  carrying  out 
necessary  repairs  and  improvements  to  Withdean  Hall,  Brighton, 
which  was  acquired  in  1946  for  use  as  a  recovery  and  convalescent 
home,  the  Board  has  decided  to  sell  this  property  subject  to  the 
consent  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  and  to  seek  another 
property  in  the  country  within  reasonable  distance  of  London. 
Particulars  of  any  such  property  which  would  accommodate 
approximately  thirty -five  patients  and  necessary  staff,  and  with 
approximately  ten  acres  of  ground  will  be  gladly  received  by  the 
House  Governor. 

MAINTENANCE. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  growing  cost  of  maintenance, 
application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  April  last  for 
financial  assistance  from  the  Government  and  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  the  investments  held  by  the  Hospital  for  general 
purposes  and  those  similarly  held  for  the  Convalescent  Home 
were  sold  and  realized  a  total  sum  of  £31,321.  This  was  later 
augmented  by  Government  grants  totalling  £28,582  for  the  year 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  which  has  cost  £75,457. 
The  increase  in  expenditure  over  the  preceding  year  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  purchases  of  bedding  and  linen,  remaking 
of  mattresses,  repair  and  re-upholstery  of  furniture,  all  of  which 
had  been  necessarily  deferred  during  the  war  years.  Salaries 
and  wages  of  nearly  all  grades  of  employees  have  increased  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  various  Joint 
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Negotiating  Committees  and  many  commodities  bear  a  higher 
percentage  of  purchase  tax  which  is  reflected  in  higher  costs 
generally.  In  addition  to  this  the  Hospital  has  been  faced  with 
heavy  expenditure  including  the  following  items  :

Much  remains  to  be  done  including  interior  and  exterior 
decorations  which  have  now  commenced.  Expenditure  must 
necessarily  remain  at  a  high  level  if  the  Hospital  is  to  be  properly 
equipped  and  its  buildings  maintained  as  an  effective  unit  in 
the  new  National  Health  Service.

Mr.  V.  Zachary  Cope,  F.R.C.S.  and  Commander  Geoffrey

CHILDREN’S  HOMCEOPATHIC  DISPENSARY. 

The  Children’s  Dispensary  at  Shepherd’s  Bush,  where  1,712 
Out-Patient  consultations  were  given  last  year,  continues  to 
render  a  useful  service  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sister-in- 
charge,  Mrs.  Gunn  who  resides  on  the  premises.  The  resignation 
of  Dr.  McDonagh,  one  of  the  visiting  Physicians  is  reported  with 
regret. 

The  services  of  the  Medical  Staff  who  have  attended  regularly 
throughout  the  year  are  acknowledged  with  grateful  thanks. 
The  Board  also  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  Mrs.  Bird  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Cox  for  a  welcome  collection  amounting  to  £45,  and  the 
Melrose  Club  for  £13  5s.  being  the  proceeds  of  a  dance. 

The  house  was  partly  redecorated  during  the  year  at  a  total 
cost  of  £248. 
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GUILD  OF  ST.  CHRISTOPHER. 

The  gift  of  a  Marconi  radiogram  from  the  Guild  of  St. 
Christopher  in  memory  of  Miss  Joan  Benjamin  which  was 
presented  to  the  Children’s  Ward  by  Dr.  A.  Benjamin  in  June 
last  is  acknowledged  by  the  Board  with  grateful  thanks.  This 
has  proved  to  be  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  entertainment 
to  the  children  for  whose  welfare  Joan  had  worked  strenuously 
for  many  years. 

LIBRARY. 

Patients  and  Staff  have  continued  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
the  Hospital  Library  throughout  the  year,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  Honorary  Librarian,  Mrs.  Fox,  who  has  attended  regularly 
each  week  to  distribute  books,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Kinder. 
Gifts  of  books  for  the  Library  would  be  welcome,  especially  works 
of  travel  and  fiction  for  which  there  is  a  demand. 

CHRISTMAS  1947. 

The  Board  record  with  grateful  thanks  a  Christmas  gift  of 
£10  from  His  Majesty  the  King,  Patron  of  the  Hospital.  An 
attractive  programme  was  arranged  for  the  entertainment  of 
patients  and  staff  during  the  Christmas  holiday.  This  included 
a  rendering  of  carols  by  the  Messenger  Boys’  Band  of  Messrs. 
Cables  &  Wireless  Ltd.,  and  a  concert  given  by  the  nurses,  aided 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Mayfair  School  of  Dancing. 

A  gift  of  twenty  woolly  jackets  from  Mrs.  Ernest  Ward,  for 
the  children  patients  to  wear  on  Christmas  Day  was  very  much 
appreciated. 


POST-GRADUATE  LECTURES. 

The  courses  of  lectures  on  Homoeopathy  were  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  the  aid  of  financial  assistance  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  late  Mrs.  Honyman  Gillespie’s  Medical  bequest 
which  has  now  been  established  for  thirty -nine  years.  These 
lectures  were  given  during  the  autumn  and  winter  sessions  by 
Dr.  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  and  Dr.  A.  Moncrieff :  and  Dr.  J.  D. 
Kenyon  and  Dr.  W.  Lees  Templeton  who  also  gave  the  summer 
course.  In  addition ,  the  last  two  doctors,  who  are  also  the  Medical 
tutors,  conduct  Out-Patient  Clinics  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  for  practical  instruction  in  the  principles  of 
Homoeopathy. 

By  means  of  an  increased  grant  from  the  Honyman  Gillespie 
Trustees  in  recent  years,  lectures  in  Homoeopathy  are  also  given 
at  the  Glasgow  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 

The  Board  are  grateful  to  the  Trustees  for  the  opportunity  to 
provide  these  facilities  for  Medical  practitioners  who  are  desirous 
of  obtaining  the  diploma  of  membership  of  the  Faculty  of 
Homoeopathy. 
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The  introductory  lecture  to  the  Education  Course  was  given 
by  Dr.  F.  B.  Julian  at  the  Hospital  on  9th  October  last,  when 
there  was  a  large  and  appreciative  audience.  Printed  copies  of 
the  address  entitled  “  The  Approach  to  Homoeopathy  ”  can  be 
obtained  from  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association,  43  Russell 
Square,  W.C.l,  under  whose  auspices  Sir  John  Weir,  G.C.Y.O., 
again  delivered  the  Compton  Burnett  lectures. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  Dr.  Kennedy  was  successful 
in  obtaining  from  the  University  of  London  the  Government 
grant  awarded  to  doctors  on  demobilization  for  Post-Graduate 
study  to  enable  him  to  take  the  course  of  instruction  in  Homoeo¬ 
pathy  at  the  Hospital,  with  a  view  to  qualifying  for  the  diploma 
of  the  Faculty. 

With  a  view  to  increasing  the  number  of  Homoeopathic 
doctors  who  are  urgently  needed  throughout  the  country,  the 
Board  have  approved  the  offer  of  four  Scholarships  of  £100  each 
to  enable  medical  graduates  to  attend  these  courses  of  lectures 
and  qualify  for  Membership  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy. 


X-RAY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  installation  of  the  new  Phillip’s  X-ray  plant  which  was 
completed  in  June  last  at  a  cost  of  £6,996  including  certain 
improvements  and  structural  alterations  for  the  department. 
To  commemorate  the  occasion,  the  Mayor  of  Holborn,  Councillor 
George  J.  Cox,  J.P.,  attended  on  30th  June  to  inspect  the 
department.  He  was  met  by  Mr.  George  Simpson,  representing 
Mr.  J.  Arthur  Rank,  Sir  Clarence  Sadd  and  other  representatives 
of  the  Hospital  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  he  paid  a  warm 
tribute  to  Mr.  J.  Arthur  Rank  and  the  Odeon  Theatres  Ltd.,  for 
their  generosity  in  presenting  the  film  premiere  of  “  The  Magic 
Bow  ”,  which,  it  will  be  remembered,  realized  the  sum  of  £6,650, 
in  aid  of  this  special  object. 


PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

On  the  termination  of  the  appointment  of  Dr.  H. 
Schwabacher,  the  Pathologist,  who  was  seconded  to  the  Sector 
Pathological  Laboratory  at  Watford  during  the  war,  the  Board 
appointed  Dr.  Shackle  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Dr.  Shackle  com¬ 
menced  his  duties  on  the  1st  July  last  in  his  temporary 
quarters  in  the  Casualty  Department  and  the  need  for  the 
resumption  of  full  Pathological  services  stresses  the  urgency 
of  the  early  reinstatement  of  this  department  which  was 
demolished  by  enemy  bombing. 

The  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  financial  consideration 
received  from  the  People’s  Dispensary  for  Sick  Animals  in  return 
for  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  who  has  lectured  to  their 
technical  officers  each  week  since  the  1st  October  last. 
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PHYSIO-THERAPY  DEPARTMENT. 

Additional  apparatus  including  two  treatment-tables,  six 
Bristow  coils,  infra-red  lamp,  high  frequency  set,  radianth  eat  and 
arm  baths,  has  been  purchased  for  this  Department  where 
19,270  attendances  for  massage  and  19,296  for  electrical  treatment 
have  been  recorded  during  the  year.  Mr.  W.  E.  Tucker,  Sister 
White  and  her  staff  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  work 
accomplished  with  the  aid  of  students  in  the  limited  space 
available  for  this  department. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SCHOOL  OF  MEDICINE. 

Facilities  for  attending  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  have 
again  been  granted  to  the  students  of  the  School,  who  find  this 
instruction  of  much  practical  value  in  the  mission  field,  where 
homoeopathic  medicines  and  treatment  have  proved  to  be 
particularly  suitable  and.  effective. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Board  of  Management  has  been  strengthened  during  the 
year  by  the  election  of  Lt. -Commander  John  P.  Mandeville, 
representing  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association.  Their 
previous  representative  Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood  has  been  elected 
to  the  Board  on  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  as  the 
Association  representative. 

The  congratulations  of  the  Board  are  extended  to  Lord 
Amwell  on  his  elevation  to  the  Peerage. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  retire  under  By-Law  18 
and  are  deemed  to  be  nominated  for  re-election  :  Group  Captain 
Sir  Louis  Greig,  K.B.E.,  C.V.O.,  Mr.  John  A.  Gedge,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Bridges  Webb. 

The  two  medical  members  of  the  Board  retired  in  the  ordinarv

course,  and  the  Board  have,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Committee,  re-elected  Dr.  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  and  Dr.  W.  L. 
Templeton  to  seats  on  the  Board.  These  appointments  the 
Governors,  Donors  and  Subscribers  are  invited  to  confirm. 

HONORARY  VICE-TREASURER. 

The  services  of  Mr.  John  Gedge,  the  Honorary  Vice-Treasurer, 
who  has  attended  regularly  each  month  to  audit  the  Hospital’s 
accounts  and  sign  cheques  previous  to  the  Board  meetings,  are 
acknowledged  with  appreciation. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  resignation,  on  his  removal  to  Bournemouth,  of  Mr. 
A.  J.  Cowan,  who  was  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon  for  diseases 
of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  in  April  1946,  is  reported  with 
regret.  Mr.  John  Musgrove  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this 
vacancy. 
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By  virtue  of  his  services  which  extend  over  12  years,  Dr. 
Andrew  Kellner  now  becomes  Physician -with-charge  of  Out- 
Patients. 

To  make  adequate  provision  for  the  future  staffing  of  the 
Hospital,  in  conformity  with  the  practice  in  other  hospitals, 
and  to  allow  for  the  disruption  of  the  war  years,  the  Board  has 
decided  to  extend  the  retiring  age  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
from  60  to  65  years. 

To  all  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff 
the  Board  extends  its  sincere  thanks  for  their  services  during  the 
past  year.  The  Staff  have  done  much  to  enhance  the  reputation 
of  the  Institution  and  to  assist  its  development  as  a  general 
hospital,  and  it  is  due  to  their  unremitting  care  and  attention 
that  the  Hospital  is  so  deservedly  popular. 

OBITUARY. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Board  has  to  report  the 
death  of  Mr.  Dudley  D’Auvergne  Wright,  who  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Honorary  Staff  since  1890.  In  that  year,  Mr.  Wright  was 
appointed  Resident  Medical  Officer,  followed  in  1891  by  his 
appointment  as  Assistant  Surgeon  and  a  year  later  Surgeon  for 
diseases  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat.  He  reached  full  status 
as  a  general  surgeon  in  1900  and  on  his  retirement  from  the  active 
Staff  in  1919,  Mr.  Wright  was  appointed  to  the  Consulting  Staff 
in  both  capacities. 

Always  a  keen  and  learned  advocate  of  the  principles  of 
Homoeopathy,  he  was  entrusted  during  the  first  World  War  with 
the  task  of  organizing  a  French  Military  Hospital  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  wounded,  firstly  at  Dieppe  and  Yvetot  and  later  on 
the  Hopital  Auxilliare  No.  307  at  Neuilly-sur-Seine  for  which 
service  he  was  made  a  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honour. 


HONORARY  CONSULTING  ARCHITECT. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Murray  Easton,  F.R.I.B.A., 
honorary  consulting  Architect,  on  account  of  his  heavy  private 
engagements,  is  reported  with  regret.  On  his  nomination,  the 
Board  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  Mr.  P.  Harland,  F.R.I.B.A., 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 


HONORARY  SOLICITORS. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  extended  to  the  Honorary 
Solicitors,  Messrs.  Gedge,  Fiske  &  Co.,  for  services  rendered  during 
the  year. 

The  advice  of  Mr.  John  Gedge  himself,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  has  been  freely  sought  and  has  proved  invaluable  on  the 
many  occasions  when  a  legal  opinion  has  been  required,  and  his 
personal  interest  in  the  running  of  the  Hospital  has  been  greatly 
appreciated .

CHAPLAIN. 

Patients  and  Staff  have  derived  much  help  and  comfort 
from  the  ministrations  of  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Perman 
who  has  held  services  and  attended  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  time  thus 
devoted  to  the  spiritual  needs  and  welfare  of  both  patients  and 
Staff. 


CATERING  FACILITIES  FOR  STAFF. 

The  Board  desires  to  acknowledge  the  facilities  extended  by 
the  National  Hospital,  Queen  Square,  for  the  provision  of  meals 
at  a  small  charge  in  their  Staff  restaurant  for  members  of  our 
Staff.  This  service  has  been  used  extensively  and  is  much 
appreciated. 


NURSING. 

On  account  of  the  present  difficult  labour  situation  and  the 
national  building  programme,  the  reinstatement  of  the  Nurses’ 
Home  is  likely  to  be  considerably  delayed.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Minister  of  Health  has  approved  the  Hospital’s  application 
to  rent  the  Nurses’  Home  of  the  Italian  Hospital  containing 
twenty  bed -rooms  which  it  is  hoped  to  occupy  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  war  damage  repairs  and  redecorations  have  been 
carried  out. 

While  there  is  an  improvement  in  the  number  of  Student 
Nurses  now  being  enrolled  for  the  Preliminary  Training  School, 
there  is  still  a  shortage  of  trained  Staff  which  has  necessitated  the 
employment  of  private  nurses  through  the  Co-operative  Associa¬ 
tions.  This  is  both  costly  and  unsatisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  to 
dispense  with  these  as  soon  as  we  can  increase  the  permanent 
staff.  The  Student  nurses  are  now  comfortably  housed  in 
No.  3  Powis  Place  adjoining  the  Hospital,  which  has  been 
redecorated  and  the  school,  which  includes  Student  nurses  from 
the  Elizabeth  Garrett  Anderson  Hospital,  is  now  in  the  charge 
of  Sister  Wright  who  was  appointed  Sister  Tutor  in  April  last. 

It  is  realized  that  Miss  M.  H.  Mackenzie,  the  new  Matron, 
who  was  appointed  in  April  last,  has  a  very  difficult  task  in  making 
adequate  provision  for  the  Hospital’s  nursing  requirements  under 
existing  conditions.  Deficiencies  of  Ward  equipment  have  had 
to  be  made  good  and  no  effort  is  being  spared  to  bring  the  Hospital 
up  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency.  Miss  Mackenzie  has  quickly 
gained  the  confidence  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  has  secured  the 
goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  Board  who  also  recognize  and 
warmly  appreciate  the  contribution  made  by  all  members  of  the 
Nursing  Staff  in  the  achievement  of  this  aim. 

Sister  Potter,  who  was  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Hospital’s 
wartime  annexe  at  Coombe  Hill,  Kingston,  and  latterly  acted 
as  Home  Sister,  has  now  retired  after  completing  twenty-three 
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years’  service.  She  leaves  with  the  good  wishes  of  the  Board 
who  have  appointed  Sister  Minshall  to  fill  the  vacant  post  of 
Home  Sister. 


ADMINISTRATION. 

To  conform  to  the  practice  in  most  voluntary  Hospitals  the 
Board  has  changed  the  title  of  the  Chief  Executive  Officer, 
Mr.  L.  J.  Knowles,  to  that  of  House  Governor  and  Secretary, 
which  signifies  more  precisely  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
placed  upon  him.  In  the  discharge  of  these  duties  which  have 
become  far  more  onerous  in  recent  years,  the  House  Governor 
and  his  staff  have  shown  unfailing  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the 
interests  of  the  Hospital.  For  this  they  have  earned  the 
Board’s  appreciation. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  effect  of  the  forthcoming  National  Health  Service  on  the 
practice  of  Homoeopathy  is  still  a  matter  of  some  speculation, 
especially  with  regard  to  those  areas  or  regions  where  Homoeo¬ 
pathic  treatment  is  not  readily  obtainable  either  through  the 
dearth  of  Homoeopathic  doctors  or  a  Homoeopathic  hospital. 
It  is  hoped  that  facilities  will  be  provided  for  those  demanding 
Homoeopathic  treatment  under  the  scheme  outside  their  own 
region  if  it  does  not  exist  within.  This  hospital,  as  the  principle 
Homoeopathic  hospital  in  the  country  expects  to  play  an  important 
part  together  with  other  Homoeopathic  hospitals  situate  in 
Tunbridge  Wells,  Bristol,  Liverpool,  and  Glasgow  in  the  provision 
of  such  treatment.  It  is  clearly  evident,  however,  that  more 
doctors  trained  in  Homoeopathy  are  urgently  needed  where  the 
demand  for  such  treatment  cannot  adequately  be  met.  This 
deficiency  is  now  receiving  the  serious  consideration  of  those 
actively  concerned  with  Homoeopathic  education.  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  this  work  cannot  be  overestimated  and  the  Board  would 
make  a  strong  appeal  to  those  friends  and  supporters  of  the 
Hospital  who  may  feel  that  they  are  no  longer  called  upon  to 
offer  financial  help  when  the  Government  assumes  full  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  to  continue  their 
generous  aid  in  support  of  these  educational  activities  on  which 
the  future  of  Homoeopathy  so  largely  depends.

THE  proceedings  were  opened  by  prayer  by  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Perman, 
Chaplain  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Leonard  J.  Knowles,  F.C.C.S.)  read  the  notice 
convening  the  meeting. 

The  following  message  from  the  President,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  Of 
Gloucester,  K.G.,  was  then  read  by  the  Secretary  : — 

“  I  am  glad  to  know,  from  my  advance  copy  of  the 
Annual  Report,  that  work  has  at  last  begun  on  the  long- 
deferred  and  essential  repairs  and  re-decoration,  and  I 
congratulate  the  Hospital  on  the  way  it  has  carried  on  during 
the  past  year  despite  so  many  difficulties  of  every  kind. 

“  I  am  certain  that  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  play 
an  important  part  under  the  changed  conditions  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  that  its  many  friends  and 
supporters  will  maintain  their  interest  in  its  welfare  and  in 
the  promotion  of  Homoeopathic  education  generally. 

(Signed)  HENRY, 

President.” 

This  was  followed  by  expressions  of  regret  at  non-attendance 
from  many  friends  and  supporters. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
Annual  General  Meeting  held  on  Tuesday,  April  29th,  1947,  were 
taken  as  read  and  with  the  approval  of  the  meeting  were  signed  by 
the  Chairman. 

Mr.  Rupert  Colomb  then  rose  to  propose  the  adoption  of  the 
Ninety-eighth  report  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  signed 
audited  accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1947. 

He  expressed  sincere  regret  at  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
Sir  Clarence  Sadd,  who  was  resting  on  medical  advice  and  he  read 
a  letter  from  him  expressing  his  disappointment  at  not  being  present 
and  his  good  wishes. 
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The  year  under  review  was  one  of  frustration,  delays  and 
disappointments,  but  a  great  deal  had  been  done  through  the 
persistent  efforts  of  the  Secretary  with  the  official  bodies  concerned. 
The  Nurses’  Home  at  Bernard  Mansions  had  been  re-decorated  and 
re-furnished  and  would  now  provide  at  long  last  a  comfortable  home 
for  the  Nursing  Staff.  Reference  was  then  made  to  those  paragraphs 
in  the  Report  dealing  with  the  need  for  more  Homoeopathic  Doctors 
and  the  formation  of  the  Homoeopathic  Research  and  Educational 
Trust,  which  had  recently  been  constituted  to  promote  Homoeopathic 
research  and  education  with  a  view  to  meeting  this  need.  He  said 
the  dominating  and  depressing  subject  used  to  be  finance,  but  we 
had  now  been  relieved  of  this  worry  by  the  Government.  There 
were,  however,  special  objects  which  would  still  need  the  support 
of  the  Hospital’s  friends  and  he  trusted  they  would  continue  to  give 
their  generous  aid.  The  Ladies  Guild,  he  said,  had  in  this  respect 
proved  to  be  a  source  of  real  help  to  Matron  in  the  provision  of 
clothing,  etc.  Mr.  Colomb  then  dealt  briefly  with  the  good  work  of 
Mrs.  Gunn,  Sister-in-charge  of  the  Children’s  Dispensary,  the 
regular  visits  of  Mrs.  Fox,  Honorary  Librarian  and  until  recently, 
Mrs.  Kinder,  who  devoted  Wednesday  afternoons  to  looking  after 
the  Hospital  Library  and  distributing  books  to  the  patients. 
Renewed  application  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  Pathological 
Department  and  the  rebuilding  of  part  of  the  Nurse’s  Home  in 
Great  Ormond  Street  had  not  met  with  much  success,  but  we  were 
now  informed  that  the  proposals  were  being  reconsidered  by  the 
Technical  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Physiotherapy 
Department  needed  room  to  expand  and  Mr.  Colomb  referred  to  a 
previous  suggestion  to  use  Hahnemann  Ward  for  this  purpose  ; 
unless  additional  facilities  were  provided,  he  thought  there  was 
some  danger  that  the  Hospital  might  lose  this  Department.  He 
said  Miss  Sims,  the  Assistant  Matron  would  be  leaving  the  Hospital 
shortly  to  get  married  and  he  expressed  to  her  his  good  wishes  and 
appreciation  of  her  excellent  service. 

Quoting  from  the  Charter  of  the  Hospital,  which  stated  that 
the  Hospital  was  established  in  1849,  for  “  the  reception  of  the  sick 
poor  as  patients  and  for  the  provision  of  gratuitous  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  to  the  same  according  to  the  principles  of 
Homoeopathy  ”,  Mr.  Colomb  said  that  although  the  Charter  would 
cease  to  exist  on  July  5th,  he  hoped  that  there  would  be  no 
deviation  from  the  principle  therein  established.  Fortunately, 
the  Hospital  had  been  classified  by  the  North-West  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  as  a  single  Group  with  its  own  Committee 
of  Management  and  he  was  happy  to  announce  that  the  Regional 
Board  had  appointed  Major  A.  Clifton-Brown  Chairman  of  the  new 
Committee.  In  conclusion,  he  stated  that  the  relatives  of  the 
former  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management,  the  late  Mr.  Edward 
Clifton -Brown,  had  generously  subscribed  to  a  fund  in  his  memory 
to  be  known  as  “  The  Edward  Clifton-Brown  Memorial  Fund  ”  for 
the  award  of  two  annual  prizes  to  the  best  all-round  nurses.  The 
first  two  awards  were  being  presented  today  by  Mrs.  Nix. 

The  adoption  of  the  Report  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Gedge,  who 
stated  that  Withdean  Hall,  Brighton,  which  was  purchased  for  use  as 
a  Convalescent  Home,  had  unfortunately  proved  to  be  too  costly  to 
adapt  for  this  purpose  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Charity  Com¬ 
missioners,  negotiations  were  now  proceeding  for  the  sale  of  the 
property  which  he  hoped  would  yield  a  small  profit.  In  place  of  this 
Home,  we  were  now  sending  patients  to  the  Hahnemann  Convalescent 
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Home,  Bournemouth.  On  being  put  to  the  meeting,  the  Report  was 
thereupon  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Rev.  G.  H.  Perman  then  proposed  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Board  of  Management,  House  Committee,  Nursing  Committee, 
Vice-Treasurer,  and  Ladies  Guild  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  seconded 
by  Dr.  Lewin  and  carried  unanimously.  Mrs.  Sivell  replied  for  the 
Ladies  Guild  and  referred  to  the  praiseworthy  efforts  of  those  members 
who  had  attended  the  Sewing  Bee  regularly  each  fortnight  to  help 
replenish  Matron’s  empty  shelves  with  much  needed  articles  of 
clothing  for  patients.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Lawson,  one  of  their  generous 
and  loyal  supporters,  was  a  sad  loss  and  much  deplored  (see  p.  51  for 
full  report.) 

The  re-election  of  the  Retiring  Members  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  Group  Captain  Sir  Louis  Greig,  K.B.E.,  C.V.O.,  John  A.  Gedge, 
Esq.,  A.  E.  Bridges  Webb,  Esq.,  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan,  Esq.,  M.B., 
Ch.B.,  F.F.Hom.,  and  W.  Lees  Templeton,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Ch.B.,  F.F.Hom., 
and  the  election  of  Lieut -Commander  John  P.  Mandeville,  R.N.  to  a 
seat  on  the  Board,  was  proposed  by  Mrs.  E.  Clifton-Brown  who  spoke 
of  the  successful  administration  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  98 
years  as  a  Voluntary  Institution  and  she  expressed  the  hope  that 
many  members  of  the  present  Board  would  be  allowed  to  continue 
to  serve  on  the  new  Committee  of  Management.  This  was  seconded 
by  Dr.  Fergie  Woods  and  received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
meeting. 

A  tribute  to  the  services  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  was  then 
expressed  by  Major  Clifton-Brown,  who  proposed  the  re-election  of, 
and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  confirmation 
of  the  appointments  of  John  Musgrove,  Esq.,  M.S.,  Assistant  Surgeon 
for  Diseases  of  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear,  Douglas  M.  Gibson,  Esq.,  M.B., 
B.S.(Lond.),  F.R.C.SJEdin.),  M.F.Hom.,  and  James  Hamilton,  Esq., 
M.B.,  Ch.B.(Glas-),  M.F.Hom.,  Assistant  Physicians,  and  Philip  N. 
Cutner,  Esq.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.(Edin.),  F.R.C.S.,  Assistant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon.  Although  the  future  was  a  little  uncertain,  he  thought  we 
could  face  it  with  every  confidence  and  the  belief  that  the  Hospital 
would  successfully  play  its  part  in  the  National  Health  Service.  The 
fact  that  we  had  our  own  Committee  of  Management  augured  well 
and  although  we  should  have  to  observe  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  new  Health  Service,  he  thought  that  they  could  be 
applied  with  sympathy  and  understanding  accompanied  by  that 
personal  touch  which  he  thought  was  a  matter  of  vital  importance 
and  which  he  would  endeavour  to  maintain.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Sir  Colville  Barclay,  carried  with  applause  and  received  an 
appropriate  reply  from  Dr.  Benjamin  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his 
colleagues  on  the  Honorary  Staff. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Sivell,  which  was  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Stevenson,  the  following  resolution  was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried  unanimously  : — 

Resolved  that  this  meeting  of  Governors,  Donors  and 
Subscribers  do  hereby  confirm  the  application  to  the  Home  Office 
for  leave  to  add  the  prefix  “  Royal  ”  to  the  name  of  the  Hospital, 
viz.  :  “  The  Royal  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  ”  and  they 
hereby  authorize  such  alteration  if  and  when  the  necessary 
permission  is  granted. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Honywood,  which  was  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Liddell,  the  Auditors,  Messrs.  Prideaux,  Frere,  Brown  &  Co.  were 
re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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On  the  conclusion  of  the  ordinary  business  the  Chairman  then 
called  upon  Mrs.  Nix  to  present  the  first  two  awards  of  the  Edward 
Clifton-Brown  Memorial  Fund  for  extra  special  merit  in  sympathy 
and  kindness  to  patients  and  skill  in  practical  nursing.  These  were 
awarded  to  Nurse  Joyce  Shakeshaft,  who  received  first  prize,  and 
Nurse  Jeanne  Slinger,  who  was  awarded  the  second  prize,  both  of 
whom  received  the  warm  congratulations  of  Mrs.  Nix. 

This  was  followed  by  a  presentation  of  books  by  the  Mayoress  of 
Holborn,  Mrs.  Cox,  to  the  following  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff,

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FORTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


It  is  pleasant  to  report  the  success  of  our  Sewing  Bees  held  each 
fortnight  instead  of  monthly  meetings  as  first  proposed.  Although 
our  attendances  have  not  been  large,  a  very  handsome  number  of 
much  needed  and  useful  garments  have  been  made,  helping  to  refill 
Matron’s  very  depleted  shelves  in  the  Guild’s  linen  cupboard,  for 
which  work  all  thanks  to  the  devoted  and  most  regular  band  of  helpers 
any  Guild  could  wish  to  have. 

Our  funds  also  are  at  present  in  a  very  gratifying  condition  and 
have  enabled  us  to  give  various  donations  such  as  “  Wireless 
Headphones  ”  for  the  patients  ;  Tables  for  the  “  Sewing  Bees  ”  ; 
Electric  washing  machine  for  the  Children’s  Ward  ;  Table  lamps 
and  electric  Hoover  sweeper  for  the  Nurses’  Home  ;  £50  towards  the 
Nurses’  “  Sports  and  Entertainments  ”  ;  also  £100  for  a  Nurses’ 
new  “  Badge  Die  ”,  besides  our  usual  gifts  to  the  Christmas  funds 
of  the  Hospital.

POST-GRADUATE  EDUCATION  FACILITIES 

Practical  instruction  is  given  daily,  in  the  Wards  and  the 
Out-Patient  Department  and  by  Post-Graduate  Lectures. 

The  instruction  at  this  Hospital  is  specially  intended 
for 

(1)  Medical  men  who  are  already  qualified  and  who 
desire  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  Homoeopathy  in 
addition  to  their  other  acquirements. 

(2)  Medical  Students  in  their  fifth  year. 

The  Honyman-Gillespie  Lectures  in  Medicine — 

Systematic  teaching  by  a  course  of  Lectures  and 
Clinical  Demonstrations  on  Homoeopathic  Materia 
Medica,  Therapeutics,  and  Clinical  Medicine — 
are  given  for  the  Summer  Course  in  May,  June  and  July 
and  for  the  Autumn  and  Winter  sessions  from  October  to 
March  in  each  year. 

The  Compton  Burnett  Professorship  of  Homoeopathic 
Practice  Lectures — 

The  Lectures  deal  with  Homoeopathic  prescribing, 
special  reference  being  given  to  the  selection  of  the 
remedy,  the  study  of  the  case  subsequent  to  its 
administration,  and  the  repetition  of  the  medicine. 
The  varied  details  of  Homoeopathic  Philosophy  are 
illustrated  by  clinical  cases — 
are  given  from  October  to  December  in  each  year, 

A  Class  for  the  Study  of  the  Repertory  is  held  during 
the  Summer  and  Autumn  sessions  in  each  year. 

On  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  throughout  the 
year,  the  Medical  Tutors  to  the  Hospital  conduct  an 
Out-Patient  Clinic  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  in  the 
application  of  Homoeopathic  principles.

Correspondence  Course.  For  the  benefit  of  Doctors 
unable  to  attend  the  Post-Graduate  Lectures,  a  Post- 
Graduate  Correspondence  Course  has  been  initiated  under 
the  auspices  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association.
